A Report on 1950 


The year 1950 was one of steady 
growth for the Town of Rapmond, At 
its close the Town's financial position 
was good with many improvements 
being made during the year, 

The vital statistics records show 
106 births, 23 marriages and 12 deaths, 

Building permits were issued to 
individuals to the total of $44,915 with 
the new $10,000 Municipal office being 
the major public building constructed 
during the year. 

Five blocks 
were laid and 
were graveled 
standard but no new cemént 
walks were laid due to the cement 
shortage. The Town turned down its 
quota so that the buildings under 
construction in town might be finished 
Mayor Wm. Jensen reports that he 
has hopes of going forward with the 
sidewalk program as soon as Spring 
comes to Raymond and more cement 
is available.

A number of business changes were 
made on Mainstreet with two new 
businesses coming to town, Williams 
Shoe Repair Shop and Heggie’s Bowl- 
a-Curl Recreation Hall. 

132 new telephones were installed 
near the end of the oid year. 

One new room was added at the 
Public School with a new teacher, 
bringing the teaching staff to 28 with 
803 students enrolled. Raymond has 
three kindergarten schools in private 
homes. Between 80 and 90 young 
people from Ramond are seeking 
higher education at universities and 
special schools. 

In the world of sport the High 
School girls basketball team won the 
Provincial championship and the High 
School boys won the U of A Invita- 
tional Tournament, 

Cattle from the McIntyre feed yards 
here brought honor to the district at 
the Royal Winter Fair in Toronto, 

128,767 tons of sugar beets were 
processed into 408, 778 hundred pound 
bags of sugar at the Factory which 
finished its sugar-making run on Dec 
ember 28. 

414 cars of grain were shipped dur- 
ing the grain year which ended July 
81 for a total of 814,047 bushels with 
an estimated 150,000 bushels used in 
the feed yards and on farms. 

Raymond is looking into the future, 
with hopes for more irrigation in the! 
district and a line into 
town and hard surfaced roads.
